Brown said the state, as J." 


of Monday’s report, was 
seeing around 2,800 new 
cases daily of COVID-19, 
and Coffee County alone 
had added 480 new cases in 
the past two weeks. He said 
Coffee County was report- 
ing around 21 new cases 
per day two weeks ago, but 
Brown said that had escalat- 
ed to around 35 new cases 
per day currently. 

“This means 16 per- 
cent of all cases [in Coffee 
County] since March have 
happened in the last two 
weeks,” Brown said. 

He said hospitalizations 
of COVID-19 patients 
also continue to break new 
records in the state. On

were 2,248 people in the 
hospitals statewide. He said 
the previous high for hospi- 
talizations was in August at 
1,613 people hospitalized. 
“To give you an idea 
of how rapidly this has 
increased,” Brown said. “On 
1 November, there were 973 
Alabama citizens hospital- 
ized due to COVID. Now, 
we have 2,248 people in the 
hospitals with COVID.”

CCBOE members gather for monthly meeting

During the Coffee 
County Board of 
Education meeting held 
Thursday evening, Dec. 
10, Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth provided 
an update on the sys- 
tem’s COVID-19 numbers 
and praised the faculty 
and administrators at the 
schools for a job well- 
done in getting the schools 
through the pandemic thus 
far. 


Between Tuesday, 
Dec. 1, Tuesday, Dec. 8, 
Killingsworth said the 
school system had seven 
new confirmed cases of 
COVID-19 added to its 
overall total since the start 
of the school year. He said 
that brought the total to 
79 cases within the Coffee 
County School System 
since Aug. 10th, 

Of the seven new cases, 
Killingsworth said two 
were students at Zion 
Chapel, along with one 
student case and one fac- 
ulty case at New Brockton 
Elementary School, one 
student case and one fac- 
ulty case at New Brockton 
High School, and one stu- 
dent case at Kinston. 

“I realize the COVID 
pandemic is stressful on

everyone and complying 
with all the protocols for 
an extended period of time 
is only adding to stress lev- 
els, however, it is done with 
everyone’s health/safety in 
mind,” Killingsworth said. 
“Coffee County Schools 
will continue to follow the 
CDC/ADPH guidelines in 
our schools.” 

He said the school sys- 


tem began the school year 
in August with 21 percent 
of students attending vir- 
tually; however, as of last 
week’s meeting, he said 
only 7 percent of students 
remained virtual with 93 
percent overall attending 
school in person. 

“T think it is phenomenal 
that we’ve made it to the 
end of the first semester, 
considering what we’ve 
had to deal with this year,” 
Killingsworth said. “There 
is still a long way to go 
until May, but our people 
have done. an exceptional 
job up until this point.” 

Upon request of the 
superintendent, the board 
approved allowing him to 
place a 2008 model school 
bus on GovDeals for sale

Elba Police Chief provides safety 
warnings for Christmas season

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
night, Dec, 14, Elba Police 
Chief Leslie Hussey 
encouraged citizens to prac- 
tice several safety measures 
during the holiday season. 

“I just wanted to offer a 
few reminders about keep- 
ing your doors and vehicles 
locked, and keeping pack- 
ages out of sight during the 
holidays,” Hussey said. 

The chief said it is impera- 
tive to always lock vehicles, 
especially during the holi- 
day season. Also, he said 
when out and about be sure 
to have keys already in hand 


when you are approaching 
your vehicle. 

“If you notice someone 
lurking around your vehicle 
and you feel uncomfortable 
about it, simply turn around 
and go back,” Hussey said. 
“Obviously, it is better to 
take a family member or 
buddy with you shopping 
as well rather than go alone, 
especially if you are shop- 
ping after dark.” ' 

The chief encouraged not 
pulling a large amount of 
cash out of a wallet when 
paying at stores. He said 
whether one realizes it or 
not, there is most likely 
someone watching this and 
looking to prey upon the 
unsuspecting person. 

“Always beware of 
strangers approaching you 
and beware of people want- | 
ing donations at this time of 
year — make sure those ask- 
ing for donations are from a 
legit organization,” Hussey 
said. “Please, never allow 
your young aged children 
to go to a bathroom or the 
vehicle unattended.” 

At home, the chief 
encouraged citizens to keep 
their gifts out of sight of 
windows. He said thieves 
will look into open win-

ommended actions for 
various levels of transmis- 
sion. We all know the “Big 
3°’ — Wear Masks, Wash 
Your Hands, and Social 
Distance.” 

However, Brown said 
there are other recommen- 
dations these agencies make 
when the virus is at the high 
level of community trans- 
mission in which Coffee 
County [and the state] is 
seeing. 

“We have to do some- 
thing and take personal 
responsibility,” Brown said. 
“Today, I am going to be 
the Grinch here and tell you 
what the CDC and ADPH 
suggest when we are at the 
level we are currently with 
the COVID-19 virus.” 

He said it is suggested 
that citizens limit their out- 
of-state travel, avoid groups 
of 20 or more people, get 
take-out rather than dine- 
in at restaurants, and [if 
possible] to hold worship 
services online rather than 


in-person. 
“Yes, some of these are 
controversial, but they 


are recommendations that

could lower the high rate 
of transmission we are see- 
ing right now,” Brown said. 
“Also, these recommenda- 
tions could give some relief 
to our hospitals by lowering 


the amount of COVID cases 
for them.” 

He said Dr. Don 
Williamson, president 


of the Alabama Hospital 
Association, has said, “We 
can always find more beds 
but need far more nurses, 
The challenge is nurses — 
we always need more nurs- 
eS. 

Brown said Williamson 
further stated, “With noth- 
ing clearly out there to 
break the ongoing cycle, 
frankly, I think January has 
the potential of being an 
absolute disaster.” 

Brown said none of these 
stricter recommendations 
are mandatory, and there is 
no enforcement mechanism 
for them. 

“We are depending on 
your good nature and will- 
ingness to help your neigh- 
bors and practice these rec- 
ommendations,” he said.

put, a cemetery exists to provide space where the dead can be buried, 
and where family members can gather in mourning, tribute, and 
remembrance. It stands to reason, though, that eventually, a cemetery 


might run out of space—and what happens then? 

First, a cemetery that's run out of space will stop selling grave plots. 
You don't have to worry about buying a burial plot and later being told 
there's no room. If a cemetery sells you a space, it's because they have 


that space accounted for.

As a cemetery reaches the point where remaining space is limited, 
there are a few things that can be done to provide just a few further 
options. For one thing, mausoleums can be built, where the cemetery 
can sell niches for cremated remains. This allows the cemetery to 
maximize their use of the space left to them. Similarly, the cemetery 
can designate some of its remaining land as an urn garden. 

Beyond that, the cemetery may have to stop selling new space and 
simply focus on maintaining the burial sites it currently has. In some 
cases, the cemetery may actually abandon the area and leave it to 
the individual families of the deceased to maintain, but this is pretty

The contract will bring in over $300 million per 
year into the conference’s bank account beginning in 2024, 
and replace the measly $55 million per year deal signed 
years back with CBS. The new pact will make the SEC the

will add almost $250 million per year to the conference 
money vault that in 2019 reported total revenue of $720.6 
million. The new contract should boost the money given 
to the conference’s 14 member schools to over $60 million 


per year, and according to one sports source will create 


three distinct groups in college sports; the Group of Five; 
the Power Five; and the Power Two (SEC and Big Ten.) 

*** Tt may be true that one game doesn’t make a 
season, but up at Auburn it seems that one game can make 
a coach, especially in the case of current head football 
coach Gus Malzahn. The Auburn coach that seems to 
always be on the hot seat is in the third year of a seven- 
year, $49 million contract and this year will take home 
a cool $6, 927, 589, making him the seventh highest 
paid coach in college football. While his career record at 
Auburn is impressive at 76-38, the fact he has defeated 
cross-state rival Alabama three times is the only reason 
is still the head man up on the plains. Okay, I’ll admit his 
record at Auburn isn’t anything to get really upset about. 
However, over the past seven years his teams have lost 
at least four games each season, are 2-5 in bowl games, 
have posted a mediocre 32-26 conference record and have 
claimed only one SEC crown.
